Commission Caves, Company Pouts 

Four days after a TransCanada pipeline spilled more than 
200,000 gallons of oil in neighboring South Dakota, the 
Nebraska Public Service Commission approved a permit for 
TransCanada to build the Keystone XL tar sands pipeline 
through the Cornhusker State. (Bizarrely, Nebraska state law 
forbids the commission from taking into account "safety 
considerations, including the risk or impact of spills or leaks.") 
But the route approved by the commission has been called 
"unworkable" by TransCanada, which has been noncommittal 
about whether it will proceed with the new route. 

"This much is certain, though," says Sierra Club executive 
director Michael Brune. "The fight to keep this pipeline from 
being built won't end with this decision."

Pull the Financial Plug on Keystone XL 

On November 20, TransCanada's preferred route for Keystone 
XL was rejected by the Nebraska Public Service Commission 
and another route was advanced — one that TransCanada has 
called unworkable. That means the company still has multiple 
hurdles to overcome and the pipeline might never be built. 
Wells Fargo currently supports $1.5 billion in loans 
supporting construction of KXL—out of line with its public 
commitments to climate action and indigenous rights—that 
are up for renewal in December.
